Strong Resolutions 
Adopted by 


the 
Assemblage. 


In obedience 
to a call 
published in 


yesterday's 
papers 
a number 
of people 


assembled 
last evening at Hazard's 
Pa- 


vilion to discuss and act upon the 
ques- 
tion of the division of the State. 
The 


matter 
had 
not been 
very thoroughly 


agitated, and the result 
was that not a 


very large percentage 
of the 
seats in the 


auditorium were filled. 
Those 
present, 


however, 
exhibited 
a 
considerable 


amount of interest in the matter in hand 
and the meeting will probably be only 
the forerunner of others more important. 


The meeting was called to order at 8 
o'clock by Major E. W. Jones, who pro- 
posed that Mayor Workman be requested 
to tako the 
chair. 
Mr. H. Z. Osborne 


was chosen as secretary. 


The Mayor said : "We have met this 
evening to 
consider 
and 
to agitate the 
question of the division of the State. 
I 
am of ttte opinion that the time has now 
arrived 
when 
action 
should 
be taken. 
As an old resident, 
1 have regarded this 
question with a great deal of interest for 
a long time. 
1 believe that the people 
will eventuallysee the need of separation 
and that even now with a proper repre- 
sentation 
of the case to the authorities 
at Washington, it can be brought about." 
[Applause.] 


Dr. J. P. Widney was then introduced 
and said that his 
business 
at tbe meet- 
ingwas to state what, had already 
been 
done in the work. 
"The history of the 
movement," said he, "dates back a good 
many years. 
In fact before 
tho admis- 
sion of the State 
there 
was a continual 
clashing between the two sections, 
and 
when 
the subject of forming the 
new 
State 
was agitated this question came 
up. 
The exigencies of frontier lifeled to 
the forming of a single State. 
It was ad- 
mitted in 
1850. 
In 1859, 
under 
order 


of 
the 
Legislature, 
a 
vote 
was 
taken 
on 
the 
question 
of division 


and it resulted in favorof the proposition. 
The papers in tho matter were forwarded 
to Washington 
and action was about to 
be taken when the 
war 
came 
on and 
nothing further was done. 
Since then it 
has been agitated frota time to time. 
In 
our harbor work we had met with great 
difficulty in gettingappropriations. 
When 
the whole Pacific Coast wanted 
money 
for harbor purposes 
a couple cf small 
States would out-balance 
all the 
votes 
from this section. 
In 1880 
a 
Conven- 
tion 
was 
called 
with 
delegates 


from the southern 
counties 
and action 


was taken 
in the matter. 
Acommittee 
of legal gentlemen 
submitted 
a report 
stating the method 
by 
which it could 


be brought abaut. 
At the meeting of the 
convention 
it was decided to wait for a 


more favorable timo when the movement 
would have more strength. 
It has been 
thought that now the appointed time has 
come and with the end 
in view that 
action of some sort might be taken 
this 
meeting has been called to-night." 
Major Jones 
moved that a committee 
of five be appointed on Resolution 
and 
the 
motion 
waß 
carried. 
The 
Chair 
asked 
Major E. W. JoDes, Judge W. P. 
Wade, 
H. 
E. 
Newmark. 
Judge J. I. 
Itedick and 
Major W. R. Burke 
to 
act 


upon this committee. 


At a suggestion 
from the chair and 
calls from the audience 
Ex-Major C. E. 
Thorn addressed the 
meeting. "Ho said 
that tbe question 
had been 
alive in his 
mind sinco 185!». 
He was of the opinion 
that the act passed at that time still held 
in force and could 
be 
made available 
now. Itmight not be 
possible to bring 


about the desired result immediately,but 
it would come in time, and 
for the pres- 
ent 
constant 
agitation was what 
was 
needed, 
In answer 
to a question from 


Mr. L. Wicks, as to whether 
it was legal 


to go on to separate 
the State 
without a 
vote of the 
people, 
he said that was a 
question 
for 
Congress 
itself 
to deter- 
mine. 


While the Committee 
on Resolutions 


was preparing its report 
Col. J. J. Ayers 


was 
asked to give his views to the audi- 
ence. 
He 
came 
to the 
platform and 
said: "I regret 
to 
see 
so 
sparse 
an 
assemblage 
on a question of such 
vast 


importance. 
I have always seen and 


felt the necessity 
of independent 
State- 
hood 
for this 
section of the 
country. 
There 
is 
between 
the northern 
and 
southern portion of California as great a 
difference of interest as between 
Massa- 
chusetts 
and Alabama. 
We have 
tried 


in vain to obtain a system of laws on tho 
question 
of irrigation but as yet, we of 
tbe South, have 
been unable to acquire 
the 
arrangement 
which 
we 
need. 
Without 
irrigation 
nine-tenths 
of 
the 
area 
of 
Southern 
California 
must remain a desert. 
We have made. 
repeated 
efforts to procure such laws as 


we need but we have always he.d opposi- 
tion from the north. 
Just now we are in 


greai. 
on the subject. 
1 doubt 
whether there is a lawyer in the State 
who could tell 
us exactly how tbe ripar- 


i::n decision of the Supreme Court applies 
inall cases. 
Southern California knows 
justwhat she wants in this question, and 
if separated from the rest of the State we 
should soon have a system which would 
redound 
to the benefit 
of the section. 
Every 
man 
who 
has 
traveled 
over 
tbe State knows that they were separated 
by 
God 
and 
nature.* 
I need 
not 
refer to the feeling which exists in the 
north, which has 
put nearest 
home to 


ub the worst enemy our progress 
has. 
I 
believe that it will be better forboth sec- 
tions fora divorce to take place. Icannot 
tell whether 
this is just the time. I 
thought it was premature before; it may 
be now, but that it is sure to be brought 
about sooner or later is, Ibelieve, the 
conviction of every man who understands 
the situation. 
Going back to the act of 


1859, it would seem 
that an act which 
had lain dormant so long is now effete. 
I believe in meeting liveissues with live 
acts. 
The question 
should 
be 
argued 


as to itß 
beuefits 
to 
the while State 
There 
is no danger in bavins the ques- 
tion go abroad to be discussed in the town 
meetings over this part of the State. The 
newcomers 
seem 
inoculated 
with the 
spirit, and 
the 
vote on the question 
throughout the 
south would be almost 
unanimous. 
Myadvice is that from now 
till18!Mj, when the 
decennial 
census 
is 
taken, no should keep the matter in con- 
stant agitation. 
In the 
legislature 
of 


1890 
the 
south 
will have a sufficient 
number 
of members 
to say how the pop- 
ular opinion shall be got at. It would 
be a vain 
act as long as the northern 
part of the State is as generally opposed 
as it now is to Separation 
to venture on a 
popular vote on the question. 


The practical purpose of this meeting, 
I take it, is to help to educate the people 
up to the idea, 
to agitate 
the 
question 
aud accomplish what results we may. 
I 
hope it will be only the first of a series 
of meetings for this purpose, 
which will 
ultimately bring about the end 
we have 
in view." 


Tde Committee 
on .Resolutions 
then 
reported as follows: 


Whekkas, 
Our representative 
in the 
National Congress, General William Van- 
dever, has introduced into the Congress 
a billfor the division of the State of Cali- 
fornia, which 
provides 
for a State 
of 
South California, to consist of the coun- 
ties of the Sixth Congressional 
District 
and the counties 
of Merced, Tuolumne 
and Mariposa; and 


Wn kukas, The State of California as 
now formed is ill-shaped to remain 
a 
a single State, with the dense population 
now rapidly flowing over her border?, 
being more 
than 800 miles long and a 
little over 200 broad on the average, and 
is especially inconvenient and expensive 
to the people of Los Angeles county and 
Southern 
California, where a population 


of more than 200,000 people is livingan 
average distance 
ofabove 500 miles from 
its State 
capiial, and separated 
from ,t 
by two ranges 
of mountains, 
and broad, 
thinlysettled tracts of land ;and 
Whereas, 
No time islikelytobe more 
favorable for division than 
the 
present, 
there being no 
State 
debt, a portion of 
which we would have to assume,no 
com- 
munity of interests with the North which 
cannot be equally 
as well served in the 
capacity of separate 
States, 
norisks or 
dangers of any 
magnitude 
involved in 
the step, or which are not less now than 
they are likelyto be again, and, 
Whekeas, 
The interests 
of Southern 
California 
require 
the 
direct 
and 
exclusive 
attention 
of 
a 
State 
Legislature 
devoted 
to 
them, 
and 
hampered 
by obligations to no other 
section applying its eflorts to the build- 
ing up of its own State with a singleness 
of purpose and effectiveness of effort im- 
possible when so large a territory and 
such a diversity of interests 
as those 
of 
our whole State are involved, and 
Wiiekkas, There is no claim which the 
rest of the state can urge against the 
proposed 
division but that of pride in 
the grand State ofCalifornia, which sen- 
timent, 
though 
highly 
commendable 
and justifiable,and felt strongly by our- 
selves, is not necessary 
to and 
should 
not stand in the way of the prosperity of 
either section of the State. 
Therefore, 
be it 


Resolved, 
by this assembly 
of repre- 


sentative 
citizens 
of LO3 Angeles city 
and county, that 
a division ofthe 
State 
into two States on an east 
and west line, 
as 
near 
as 
possible 
along national 
boundary 
lines 
and 
upon 
a fair and 
honorable basis should be effected 
at as 
early a date as 
practicable, 
and our rep- 


resentatives 
in the State and National 
Legislatures 
are hereby requested 
to use 
all honorable efforts to bring about 
such, 
a division. 


A very lively debate 
followed the 
offering of these 
resolutions. 
Colonel 
Boyce 
was 
of the 
opinion that 
they 
ought not to be put to vote lest the suc- 
cess of the movement should be hazarded 
by a defeat before people 
were ready to 
come to a decision 
upon it. 
He thought 
the best thing was to call for a conven- 
tion of delegates 
from various 
parts of 
the southern 
half of the State and put 
tbe matter in their hands. 
He offered 


a resolution to that effect, which he tub- 
sequently withdrew when he was assured 
that the committee had in hand another 
resolution covering this point. 
Judge Redick said 
that every lawyer 


would be ofthe opinion that the old law 
of 1859 would still hold good. 
But that 
did not make it any the less necessary 
that work 
should 
be 
done 
to rouse 
people. 
He bad no doubt that the great 
majority of the people in the southern 
part of the 
State would be greatly in 
favor of the plan if it could be brought 
before 
them. 
"Let us cut loose from 


our enemies," said he, "and carry on a 
State 
by ourselves 
and for ourselves. 
Wo 
have 
been 
taxed 
for 
their 


benefit long enough." 
Mr.M. L.Wicks took the floor and made 
a strong speech 
against 
the resolutions 
and in opposition of the plan to divide 
'he 
State. 
"I cannot sit still here," 
said he, "and hear no one rave his voice 
on the other tide of this question. 
The 
plan may have its attractions for the poli- 
ticians, but Ibelieve that the solid busi- 
ness men of the State and the bulk of the 
people will vote against it. 
Itis a form 
of secession; 
the same 
arguments 
that 
held good in the South 
iv 1800 can be 
repeated 
here now : a difference of inter- 
est, and hence a separation. 
And when 
it. is divided once why not twice and 
thrice 
times? 
Why 
not 
cut 
it 
up 
into 
trifling 
fragments 
so that each 
section 
will have its own 
special interests all to itself. I believe 
in State 
sovereignty, 
and I deny tho 
right of Congress to cut States to pieces 
88 it sees fi';. 
What would the people of 


jNew York or of Massachusetts 
say 
to a 


Jproposition to divide their States ? No; I 
am a Californian, and would rather be a 
bumble citizen of that grand old 
State 
than both 
the 
Senators 
and all 
the 
Congressmen 
from your new South Cali- 
fornia." 


Mr. Wicks' remarks, which were elo- 
quent at times, drew iorth applause oven 
irom those who evidently did not agree 
with him. 
The resolutions 
were put to 
a vote, but only 10were found who were 
willingto stand 
up and put themselves 
on record as opposing them. 
They were 
therefore passed amid great cheering. 
The following was then offered as an 
addition 
to 
the 
resolutions 
already 
passed: 


Be it also resolved, 
That a committee 
of five be appointed to select an execu- 
tive committee, 
which latter committee 
shall be empowered to take such measures 
as to it shall seem best to carry out the 
wishes ofthe people of Lob Angeles 
city 
and county inregard to the 
separation 
from the northern portion of the 
State 
and the erection of a new State in South- 
ern California." 


The 
following gentlemen 
were 
ap- 
pointed 
to serve 
on this committee- 
Captain C. E. Thorn. Judge W. F Fibs'- 
gerald, H. T. Hazard, 
H. E. Newmark 
and Dr. K. M. Widney. 
It was moved 
and carried that this committee have the 
power 
to increase 
its number as it saw 
fit.The meeting then adjourned after giv-

A u c tio n S a le » a n d T M e ir Effffwet—C ro p 
P ro sp e ct» . 
Mr. W illiam Lusk, representing the 
firm of R. M. M ontgomery & Co., of 
Chicago, is in this section of the country 
n ith the object of obtaining a share of 
th e orange crop. 
He advocates the sell­ 
ing of fruit at auction, which was insti­ 
tuted this year in the East, and has 
proved successful, li e sava that the 
■orange growers can obtain much better 
term s and they are not exposed to the 
fraud of unscrupulous commission men 
■who have it in their power to make what 
returns they please of their sales. W hen 
disposed of by auction the shipper re­ 
ceives intimation of the prices which 
ruled in the m arket on th a t day, anu 
which are telegraphed to him if he so de- 
Bires. The commission has alway been 
7 ‘« per cent, of the gross sales, but the 
auction sales are only 5 per cent. 
Speaking of the m atter yesterday, a 
prominent orange-groweT said: 
“ la m 
not much in favor of the auction sales as 
the fruit is hurried off the stocks the 
moment it arrives w ithout any care as to 
tbe m arket and if there happens to be a 
big glut of oranges that day very poor 
prices will be obtained. The commis­ 
sion m en would be watching for such 
chances and would buy up the fruit in 
and then resell it when the m arket was 
better.” 
. 
Regarding the crop 
prospects, the 
speaker continued, “ The fruit is doing 
first-rate, and we will equal our expecta­ 
tions. The crop is heaviest in San Ber­ 
nardino county, as that section has not 
suffered from the scale bug. 
Prices are 
stiff and will certainly be as good as Iasi 
year, if not better, and I think growers 
should hold out for good figures. 
The 
Florida crop is in the m arket now and I 
understand good prices are being ob­ 
tained, so when we come along w ith our 
2,000 carloads we should get equally 
good terms. The fungus of the scale bug 
will entail a good deal of labor and as to 
its removal 1 am in favor of using simply 
water and a brush. 
W ashing does not 
hurt the orange, it is the way in which 
the fruit is handled. 
In June. 1880, the 
last of the season. I shipped two carloads 
of washed budded oranges to Dubuque 
and got $4.50 a box for them. The man 
who received them advised me subse­ 
quently th at he had made $^00 on each 
carload. 
Allowing for freight, etc.. they 
had cost $5.30 a box when laid down in 
his store, and even then he had made 
$1.50 a box. Oh, there is big money in 
oranges for everyone concerned if the 
business is only handled properly.”

continent.

A S im la Fe OThm’m O pinion of Ilow 
th e It aim or Sm rted. 
The telegraph report that Jay Goul< 
had obtaiued a controlling interest it 
the Santa Fe road was the principal 
topic of conversation among the railroad 
m en here yesterday. 
“ 1 will illustrate 
to you how absurd the statem ent is,” 
said a prominent Santa Fe official to a 
H erald m an yesterday afternoon. “ The 
Santa Fe's stock consists of 750,000 
share of $100 each, and these are owned 
by 14,000 people. 
It would be absolutely 
impossible for one m an to get control < Í 
the road. The shares are held all over 
rhe United States and are mostly kept as 
investm ents, there being very few, com­ 
paratively speaking, on the 
market 
for sp< culative purposes. 
For some 
little tim e 
past about 1,000 shares 
a day have been bought up in the New 
York Rtock m arket. 
I do not know how 
long it has been going on, but admitting 
that the period is two months this means 
th at about 50,000 shares have been pur­ 
chased. 
Supposing that Jay Gould has 
bought them all through his agencies, 
what good would 50,000 shares do him 
out of a total of 750,000. 
He would not 
have any control at all. Of course at the 
next election of directors by the stock­ 
holders the fact of his holding such a big 
block of stock would entitle him or his 
representative to a directorship,but what 
good 
would 
th a t 
do 
him, 
for 
there 
are 
thirteen 
directors. 
I 
will 
tell 
you 
how 
the 
rumor 
has started. The Santa Fe stcck, which 
at one time was quoted at 118, dropped 
to 83 about the end of October, and prob­ 
ably Gould lias been buying up all he can 
lay his hands on at, that fignre, knowing 
tha* it is a good investment. 
But the 
stock he has secured is only what may 
be termed the brokers’ stock, being what 
is on the m arket for the medium of spec­ 
ulation. 
You do not suppose, do you, 
th at investors who had paid, say par for 
their stock, would sell it at a discount of 
37 per cent? No, sir; they have enough 
conGdence in the Santa Fe to know that 
it will pull out of the financi il diffi­ 
culty it is temporarily in, and they 
would 
hold 
to 
their 
shares. 
I 
will tell you another thing th at lias pos­ 
sibly induced the rumors, and that is ns 
regards the Santa Fe’s California tele­ 
graph business. 
It has recently passed 
into the hands of the Western Union, 
practically Gould, but this is only in the 
regular course of evem s. The Santa Fe 
haB for years past had a contract with 
the W estern Union by which that com­ 
pany had the lease of its wires. This 
contract did not, however, include the 
California wires, which the company put 
up 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
new 
lines 
constructed 
during 
the 
past 
two 
years, 
and 
which 
were 
operated by the railroad. 
Now, what 
has happened is simply as follows: The 
Santa Fe has included all its California 
wires in the contract with the others and 
they are leased to the Western Union, 
for by this m eans a better news-carrying 
medium is obtained. 
I think,” said the 
speaker in conclusion, “ that when in a 
few days the rum ors regarding Gould 
have developed you will find that what 
I have said is about the reason for 
them .”

The total voters as given in the Great 
Register is 14,776. The discrepancy in­ 
dicates that in the count 114 names were 
missed. The result is very close in a 
count of so great magnitude, and it is too 
tedious a business to go all over the list 
the second time for corrections. The 
ratios would not be greatly changed by 
the names missed. 
It will now be of interest to make 
some analytical and synthetical combi­ 
nations of these results. Thus it will be 
found that of our voters, there were born 
in the northern States 9,076, and onlj 
2,287 of them in the southern States. 
Taking the North by sections and it ap­ 
pears that the Pacific Srates are the 
native lieath of 1,182, of which 1,118 first 
saw light in California, and are 
therefore eligible as Native Sons 
of 
the 
Golden 
West; that the 
New England States contributed a total 
of 1,209 of her hardy sons to our voting 
population, of which Massachusetts gives 
us over one-third ; that the Middle States 
sent 2,804 of her boys to the Semi­ 
Tropics to help on the boom, of which 
the Empire State claims 1,649, or more 
than all New England put together; 
Pennsylvania gives us 980, thus crowd 
ing the thousand figure, and New Jersey 
has only 175 of her sons here; that the 
Great West, from Ohio to Colorado, and 
north of the Ohio river, has the lion’s 
share in her 3,891; of these Ohio has 
(he greatest number, 1,352, and Illinois 
the next, 858. 
All the States are found, and every 
Territory excepting Dakota and Wyom­ 
ing. New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Massachusetts are on every 
page of the Great Register, and in many 
pages the sons of one or other of these 
States count op over a dozen.

An A p p re c ia tiv e v ta ltn r . 
General W. W. Averill, who came 
here in his official capacity as Assistant 
Inspector-General of the National Sol­ 
diers’ Homes, to view the Soldiers’ 
Home at Santa Monica, has been inter­ 
viewed in Sau Francisco on the subject 
of his visit. 
He is eloquent and enthu­ 
siastic in liis prai.se of the site of the 
Home and the beauties of its surround­ 
ings and the magnificence of our climate. 
This section has dawned upon the visit­ 
ing General as a poetic revelation, and 
he thus speaks of his experience here: 
We have spent a good deal of time 
lately at different National Homes in the 
Ea"-t. We were at Hampton, Virginia; 
at Dayton and Leavenworth, and I must 
say that Santa Monica possesses a com­ 
bination of advantages that is equalled 
no where else. It has such a magnificent 
variety of mountain, ocean and plains 
eceuery, and has so many attractions in 
point of heal'h, that it is ahead of any 
other place. Hampton, Virginia, is fine. 
The air is ver' salubrious there, but it is 
not equal to 8.inta Monica. Climate is 
not a thing to be measured by the ther­ 
mometer or the barometer. It. has got 
to be felt, and so I may say the climate 
of Santa Monica is to all those other 
piares as gold is to brass. 
Two of the buildings at Santa Monica 
we found completed, and they are at 
work on others there, and t hey will go 
right along erecting them. A large per 
centage of the 17.000 occupants of the 
National Homes in the East who are 
afflicted, will necessarily, and very prop­ 
erly, he transferred to the Home at 
Santa Monica. A good many of them 
are getting old and feeble, and their lives 
would be prolonged by coming here. 8o 
yon may expect a good many of them. 
There is everything at Santa Monica 
that could be wished. The supply of 
water will come from the mountains five 
miles away. Three miles of pipe are al­ 
ready laid. 
There is one striking expression in 
General Averill's remarks about our cli­ 
mate. He says it cannot be measured 
by the barometer or the thermometer ; it 
must be felt. That is whore our climate 
accomplishes its work upon new-comers. 
All the meteorological tables that were 
ever compiled on the equable and suave 
character of our climate cannot convey 
to the stranger an idea as strong or as 
receptive as the mere declaration of 
General Averill that "it must be 
felt.” It is exigence in the balm 
of our grateful atmosphere—the inhala­ 
tion of our pure and invigorating air— 
the glow that fills the whole system with 
delight under our genial skies—the re­ 
juvenation that follows the peaceful rest 
in our cool nights—the gentle and re­ 
freshing breezes that come over us like 
the sweet south wind kissing a bank of 
violets, [stealing and giving odors— 
these are some of the dflicet> of our clim­ 
ate that make existence in this favored 
section an hourly blessing and 
perennial joy. 


B y th e light of indisputable facts pub­ 
lished in the H erald yesterday, it ap­ 
pears that twenty acres of moist land 
seeded to alfalfa will yield seven or eight 
crops a year, of two tons to the acre for 
each cutting, or fourteen to sixteen to 
the acre per annum. For the twenty 
acres the yield would be 280 to 320 tons 
year. There seems no reason to doubt 
that such a little farm will feed half 
hundred cows. But if one puts the 
figure at half that sum, and say that 
a twenty-acre alfalfa ranch a dairy of 
twenty-five cows can be maintained it 
will do. If a man has that many go d 
animals, and keeps with his dairy a good 
flock of chickens, his income will be 
something phenomenal. Five hundred 
hens ought to produce, nearly every day 
in the year, twenty dozen of eggs. At 
the prices usually paid here t.sis means 
$4 or $5 per day. From such a flock of 
chickens—well managed—a man may 
easily sell not less than 100 doz- 
of poultry per annum. 
G jo J 
poultry sells here at from $5 to 
|6 per dozen. 
Here we have $500 to 
$600 per annum from the sale of poultry, 
and over twice as much from the sale of 
eggs. From such a poultry ranch a man 
can get readily an income of $2,000 a 
year. Add to this the profit of twenty- 
five cows and the rancher has really a 
large revenue from his twenty acres. 
Note that at this time over $1,000,00(1 a 
year is going out of this county for eggs, 
poultry, butter and cheese. 
There are 
carloads of chickens and turkeys arriv­ 
ing here every day from Kansas City to 
feed our people. 
H u illa? H aclu f, 
The Sixth District people are busily 
engaged in trying to provide the people 
with some turf amusements for the holi­ 
days.

The 
body of Mrs. Emma Hawes was found at 
the bottom of a small lake, half a mile 
from the cottage where the family lived. 
The head had been crushed in by a 
heavy blow with an axe. lloavy pieces 
of iron were fashioned about her neck, 
waist and feet. 
Later—A lynching mob advanced on 
the jail at midnight. 
The officers £;ed 
several volleys on the mob killing nine 
men and wounding many. 
A DEADLY FU8ILADK. 
N ash v ille, December 8.—A special to 
the American from Birmingham, Ala.. 
Rays: At 11:30 r. m. a mob made an at­ 
tack on the jail. As they approached 
the alleyway leading to the jail the offi­ 
cers inside called on them to halt, which 
they did not do, and the officers fired 
with Winchesters and pistols. The tir­ 
ing was terrific for fifteen minutes on both 
sides. None of the officers were injured, 
hut over twenty of the mob were killed 
and wounded, ,'m>ng the wounded 
is M. B. Throckmorton, postmaster 
of Birmingham, who was endeavoring 
to persuade the mob to disperse. Adolph 
Shieb, of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railway, was also fatally wounded in 
the neck. The patrol wagon carted off 
the dead and wounded to the hospital 
Owing to the lat,ene«s of the hour it i* 
impossible to obtain the names of all 
the killed and wounded. The firing was 
commenced by the police, but equally as 
many shots were tired by the mot). Over 
500 rounds were Jired. The zouaves and 
guards are now in possession of all the 
streets leading to the jail. Inside the 
jail the bullets fired bv tne mol» whistled 
around those confined there. Your cor­ 
respondent was on the inside and the 
bullets whistled within an inch of his 
head. 
Sheriff Smith gave the orders to fire 
No further attack is anticipated. A de­ 
sultory tire was kept up for half an hour, 
Hawes was indifferent throughout the 
riot.

WAR ON ANARCHISTS.

Chicago, December 8.—At a meeting 
of Anarchists last night, a call for a mass 
meeting to be held to-morrow at 54 West 
Lake street was issued. It was an­ 
nounced that in cate the police should 
interfere with thin meeting that an ad 
journment to be taken to Haymarket 
Square, the scene of the historical bomb 
throwing, and that an open air meeting 
be held there. Trouble is anticipated. 
Chief of Police Hubbard to-day issued an 
order holding nearly tho entire city po­ 
lice of 1.500 men in reserve at the vari­ 
ous stations, ready to be concentrated at 
any given point, on short notice. 
When asked what he proposed to do. 
Chief Hubbard said: "They will no> 
meet at 54 West Lake street, or in the 
Haviuurket Square, nor for that matter 
will they meet anywhere in Chicago 
either in a hull or in the open air. If 
they attempt if there will he a fight. We 
will positively not allow any more An­ 
archist meeting. More than that, 1 am 
making u full list of all saloons and hulls 
where the Anarchists congregate, and will 
recommend to the Mayor that their 
licenses be revoked. There will be no 
temporizing and no hesitancy from this 
time vnt. Any Anarchist meeting will he 
broken up or prevented. I don’t think 
they want to fight very badly, but it they 
do they can have all they want. 
In the afternoon Chief Hubbard sum­ 
moned the proprietors of Gries Hall, at 
54 West Lake street, and those at 600 
Blue Island avenue and 036 Milwaukee 
avenue. The Chief told them emphati­ 
cally that they must allow no further 
meetings of Anarchists in their halls. 
The proprietors commenced to argue that 
the meetings were peaceable,bnt were in­ 
terrupted by the Chief with the intima 
t,ion that he would not argue that ques­ 
tion. Whether tho meetings were peace­ 
able or not made no difference. They 
were held for the dissemination of law­ 
less ideas and must he abolished. No 
satisfactory settlement was arrived at. 
ami the Chief ended tho consultation by 
saving: I have told you that you must 
notallow such meetings in your halls in 
the future. There is no room for argu­ 
ment. If you allow any more meetings 
you do so at your own peril Good day.” 
Editor Df U38, of the Arbiter Zc.itunq, 
was seen by a reporter this evening. He 
was present at Greiff's hall Friday night 
at the meeting at which the police said 
that the threat was made that if the Sun­ 
day afternoon meeting at the same place 
was broken up, another meeting should 
be held openly at the scene of the Hay­ 
market massacre. 
Dettss said what 
might have been said was this: That i: 
the police insisted upon breaking up 
peaceable meetings without an order of 
the court, an open air meeting should be 
held, out of which a test case might be 
made. 
Deusa. though claiming to have been 
present at the meeting, would not when 
pressed say that this was said, but that 
it might have bee n said. 
The Arbeiter Bund is well established, 
and is composed of the most radical 
Anarchists and Socialists to be found 
anywhere, and though its meetings art» 
usually open affairs, this is simply for 
the purpose of making converts to its 
doctrines. 
At 686 Milwaukee avenue there was to 
have been held to-morrow a continuation 
of the mass meeting held at Aurora 
Turner Hall last Sunday for the purpose 
of forming au organization to take hold 
of secular Sunday-schools. This meeting 
was to he held under the auspices of a 
central school hoard composed of dele­ 
gates from the three Socialistic Sunday 
schools now in existence. 
Jens Christensen, u Dane, who claims 
to be a mild type of Socialist, and who 
has been employed as Superintendent of 
these schools, was asked to-Dight what 
they would do if the meeting was pro­ 
hibited. He «aid : 4'W hat the members 
of the Bourd will do I do not know. I 
can only speak for myself and I am in 
favor of holding the meeting. The police 
have no n’glit to interfere. If they suc­ 
ceed in intimidating the proprietors of 
the hall arid they refuse to let ns have 
the use of it, of course that ends it, but 
if the proprietors cannot be intimidated 
I shall be in favor of having the meeting 
and I ain willing to conduct it and make 
the address. If the police order us to 
disperse, I do not think I shall pay any 
attention to them. If they use violence 
and club us they may disperse us. The.v 
can do it by violence but not by authority 
of law. Whether we hold the meeting 
depends on the school board, which 
meets in the morning.”

W ashington, December 8.—The Even­ 
ing Star has the following: There is a 
feoliug of great anxiety and depression 
among the leaders of the Democratic 
party in the House on account of the 
course being followed by the Democratic 
Senators in tho tariff matter.

CALIFORNIA TIN. 


Reported Sale of the San 
Jacinto Mine. 


O B J E C T S O K 
T H E 
K l'K O H A S K K S . 


Will They Work It, or Allow 
to Remaiu IdleV—H istory 
of the Mine. 


It is uow more than thirty years since 
old Daniel Sexton, one of th e pioneers of 
Southern California, with a num ber of 
others, discovered what are kilown as the 
Tem escal or San Jacinto tin m ines in San 
Bernardino county. The expectations oi 
the discoverers of this ledge—the only 
one known to exist in the United States 
at that tim e— were roused to the utmost, 
and they thought them selves on the high 
road to fortune. Instead of the realization 
of their hopes in the sm allest degree 
However, the discoverers were doom ed to 
years of vexatious litigation, resulting at 
last, as has so often heen the ease in 
the history of all sorts of 
m ines, 
' 
nothing but disapuiutm ent and loss. 
W ith th e m erits 01 that litigatiuu the 
public are not now concerned. 
Suffice 
it to say that th e question of title has at 
last been settled hevond all question, 
and that there are hopes that steps will 
now be taken to thoroughly exploit this 
noted ledge. 
About twenty m iles southw est from 
Riverside, the best kuow n of all the 
colony gem s of the south, are two lofty 
peaks of a spur of the Coast Range, 
called the T em escal Twin Beaks. 
The 
nam e T em escal, by the w ay, being the 
Indian designation of a bathing place. 
At the base of these peaks lies the 
famous tin m ine, 
w hich derives 
its 
nam e of Nan Jacinto from being located 
uu the Spanish grant kuown as San 
Jacinto Nuevo, or"New San Jacinto, in 
distinction from the San Jaeiuto Viejo, 
ur Old Sau Jacinto grant. 
H ere, away back in the fifties, some 
wandering prospectors found some m in­ 
eral, the exact nature of which for a 
long tim e puzzled them . 
Finally some 
one found out that it was cassiterite, or 
tin ore, and at once great interest was 
aroused. 
It had beeu supposed that no 
tiu existed oa this continent, bat here 
was apparently an im m ense 
supply, 
w hich could l>e made to yield fortunes 
for all interested. 
The principal vein or ledge is about 
four feet in thickness and oi unknown 
length and üepth. 
The country rock is 
grunite, and th e ledge matter is quartz, 
with the tin ore scattered very irre­ 
gularly through it. 
For instance, many 
portions of the ledge m atter w ill not yield 
more than two or three per cent, of 
m etal, while other portions will go as 
high as six ty or 
seventy per cent. 
Owing to this irregularity, an average of 
the purity of the ore is very difficult to 
determ iue. 
Indeed, experts who have 
exam ined the m ine are very loath to e x ­ 
press an opinion upon this point. 
Beiore the litigation began a shaft was 
sunk for som ething over a huudred feet, 
and a number of tunnels were run into 
the ledge. 
A considerable quantity of 
ore was taken out and worked on a small 
scale, and num erous specim ens of the 
tiu so obtained are in m useum s all over 
the country. 
But w ith the beginning of 
trouble about th e title to the land upon 
which the m ine tfas situated the work 
was abandoned, the tunnels caved in, 
the shaft filled w ith water,and the build­ 
ings about the place weut to ruin. 
Aud 
•in this condition the properly has re­ 
m ained for over a quarter of a century. 
But with th e final settlem ent of the 
qapstion as to title comes a good prospect 
tiiat the m ines are to be reopened. 
Be­ 
sides the principal vein, upon which all 
the work so far accomplished has been 
done, there are num erous sm aller veins 
found here aud there for m iles in various 
directions, generally runniug parallel to 
th e m ain led ge, and som e of them show ­ 
in g outcroppings of quite rich ore. 
Bui 
Kcahing has yet beeu found that would 
eaem to warrant the expenditure of much 
capital in developm ent—at all events 
until it shall have been decided w hether 
th e principal ledge can be worked with 
profit.

Tuere seem s to be pretty good author­ 
ity for the statem ent that a syndicate of 
E nglish capitalists have obtained control 
of the tin m ine. At all events th e old 
workings w ere cleaned out som e tim e 
ago, and a Cornish expert made a thor­ 
ough inspection of the property. 
This 
w as ueveral m onths ago. 
Since the ex ­ 
pert made his report the news has come 
fro.m N ew Y ork, where the owners of 
the 
m ine 
reside, that the sale 
has 
heen 
effected. 
On 
the other 
hand 
it is reported that even if such a sale 
has been m ade, it by no m eans fol­ 
lows that th e m ine is to be worked. 
It 
is suggested that the object of the pur­ 
chasers ia sim ply to prevent the extrac­ 
tion of tin from this m ine which would 
com e into competition with the tiu m ines 
of Cornwall in which the m em bers of 
S ib syndicate are interested.

The inside history oi the tariff reduc­ 
tion message sent to Congress by the 
President last December has not yet 
been written and it is of some interest. 
Indeed, in view of the defeat of Mr. 
Cleveland and of the opinion of a large 
number of persons, right or wrong, that 
the result was due to the tariff message, 
it is desirable th at the people should be 
informed of all the circumstances con­ 
nected with that new departure of the 
administration. 
President Cleveland is the putative 
father of the child, but the real author 
of its being is Mr. Mantón Marble. For 
twenty years Mr. Marble has been eager 
to force tariff reform into politics as a 
distinctive issue. 
H e devoted much 
time to the task of bringing the Presi 
dent round to his views of the political 
revolution, which would sweep over the 
Western States if the Democracy only 
had the courage and sense to make 
a bold fight on the tariff issue; not 
through a m eaningless plank 
convention platform, b ut through a gres- 
sive action on the part of the President, 
who would unquestionably be the candi­ 
date of the party for re-election and 
would thus compel the recognition of the 
issne in the contest. Mr. Marble pointed 
out the position held on the question by 
W estern newspapers and Western poli­ 
ticians, and quoted the World as favoring 
tariff revision and tax reduction so earn 
estly as to urge a special Bession o í Con­ 
gress for the consideration of that impor­ 
tant policy. 
Mr. Cleveland was not entirely con 
vinced by Mr. Marble’s argument, but 
was disposed to believe that they had 
some strength and well deserved consid­ 
eration. 
Mr. Marble found an effective 
ally in Mr. Henry W atterson, who sup­ 
plemented the appeal of his friend in his 
own impulsive and impetuous manner. 
Meanwhile members of the Cabinet were 
approached and urged 
to favor the 
propoeition of a Presidential message, 
stripped bare of all outside adornments, 
and 
placed 
before 
Congress 
and 
the 
country 
as 
a 
naked 
tariff 
revision proposition from the consider­ 
ation of which neither parly, nor any 
individual of either party, could escape 
In a short tim e afterwards Mr. Marble 
laid before the President his draft of 
message such as he advised. This was 
the origin of the much-discussed docu­ 
m ent which in the opinion of many per 
sons settled the Presidential contest. As 
transm itted to Congress there were some 
changes from Mr. M arble’s composition 
but the main features were preserved 
and in some of the idiomatic expressions 
the ex-editor’s styie can be easily recog 
nized. 
While these discussions were going on 
Secretary W hitney was indisposed anti 
absent from Washington. On his return 
to the capital shortly before the assem 
bling of Congress he received a letter 
from the President, who expressed a de­ 
sire to see him as soon as possible. Sec 
retarv W hitney called at the White 
House, and in a private interview with 
Mr. Cleveland the latter submitted to 
him the draft of his proposed message 
which was then prepared. 
The revela 
tion was a surprise and shock to the Sec­ 
retary, whoBe keen perception and accu­ 
rate political information at once suggest­ 
ed to him that, however wise and com­ 
mendable the propositions might be 
in the abstract, it was not the right time 
to cast them upon the country. He 
frankly expressed these views to the 
President as the first impression made 
on his mind by the message. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land was evidently considerably sur­ 
prised and disappointed at the position 
taken by the Secretary. He told Mr. 
Whitnev that the message had already 
been discussed by the Cabinet, and that 
his rem arks were the first hostile expres­ 
sions he had beard in regard to it. 
He 
desired th at the Secretary would take a 
little time to reflect on the m atter and 
see if he could not find reasons to war­ 
rant a change in the views he then ex­ 
pressed. 
At this interview Mr. Whitney at once 
discovered and pointed out to the Presi­ 
dent one im portant instance in which 
the alleged facts were not correct, and 
the reasoning built up on them was 
fallacious and open to destructive criti­ 
cism. The Presinent was surprised at 
the information, and made a note of it 
for inquiry. 
Mr. W hitney was found to 
be right and the message was modified 
accoztiingly. 
The Cabinet was then 
called together in a special meetiug, at 
which 
the 
message 
was 
again 
considered, 
Mr. 
W hitney 
and 
all 
the members 
being 
present. 
The 
discussion which ensued was warm and 
prolonged. 
Reflection seemed only to 
have confirmed Mr. W hitney’s views of 
the inexpediency of the policy, and when 
he spoke he expressed his opposition in 
no uncertain terms. H e believed it was 
most in judicious to give the Republicans 
any issue such as they most desired, and 
which they had repeatedly tried to falsely 
force on the Democracy when they were 
searching anxiously, and up to that time 
vainly, for a war cry. H e insisted that 
the merits and justice of the policy 
recommended in the message had no 
part in the discussion; that the real 
point was w hether it was judicious to 
urge the policy on the eve of a Presiden­ 
tial election, when there would not be 
tim e enough at command of the party to 
combat prejudice, to overthrow false 
charges and to educate the minds of the 
working people up to an understanding 
of their true interests. 
Mr. Whitney in­ 
sisted that without this direct issue in 
the approaching canvasa the opposition 
would have nothing to do but to make a 
fight by attacks on the general policy 
and character of the adm inistration, and 
on this there could be no question of 
their defeat. The resnlt would be the 
vindication of the Administration, and 
its patriotism and integrity would Income 
historical through the discussions of the 
canvass. Mr. Whitney urged the policy 
of first winning the battle and then 
securing the forms and relief sought dur­ 
ing the four years of the next issue. 
The other members of the Cabinet op­ 
posed M r. W hitnev’s position, and urged 
the expediency of the message at the 
time. But it was reserved for Mr. Vilas 
to assail Mr. W hitney’s views with _ 
force which encroached on the limits of 
courteey. 
The flowery orator from Wis 
consin talked flippantly about the objec­ 
tionable character ot cowardice in in 
politics, and accused i his colleague of 
want of manliness in bis temporizing 
and “expediency” policy. 
In his calm 
reply, Mr. W hitney rem arked that he 
had never heard th at prudence in plan­ 
ning a campaign was a m ark of cowardice 
or recklessness and bravado indications 
of courage. H e had heard it somewhere 
■aid that discretion is the better part of 
valor, and certainly it was not an evi 
dance either of discretion or common 
aenae to cast down yonr fortifications and 
open a clear path for the enemy into the 
haart of the citadel just before a battle 
for existence. 
Mr. Whitney was left 
alone, however, in his condemnation of 
the message as ill-timed, inexpedient 
and full of danger for the party. 
It was determined that the message 
ahoold be sent to Congress; but on the 
night of the Cabinet meeting Mr. Cleve­ 


land was in consultation with his private 
secretary until 2 o’clock in the morning. 
He was greatly disturbed by the position 
Mr. Whitney had taken, having always 
regarded him as the Bhrewdest political 
adviser and the best equipped states­ 
man in the Cabinet. 
Finally he threw 
the message from him in an irri­ 
table outburst and declared that it 
was too late to retreat. 
The mef- 
sage was sent in. 
It did not enable Mr 
Villas or Mr. Endicott to decrease tl e 
Republican majorities in their States. 
11 
lost New York to Mr. Cleveland, de­ 
spite Secretary Fairchild’s confident pre­ 
dictions to the contrary. 
No one believes tbat Mr. Manning, al­ 
though like Mr. W hitney an honest 
friend of tariff reform and reduction, 
would have endorsed the policy of the 
President’s message as the opening gun 
of the campaign. The steady return fire 
opened by Mr. Blaine from the other 
side of the ocean is said to have been 
the first eye-opener the President got to 
enable him to see the wisdom of Mr. 
W hitney’s position.—[N. Y. World.

W hen Quay wa9 elected to the United 
States Senate, says tne Philadelphia 
R ecord, one of his friends rashly pre­ 
dicted that his record as a*resigner was 
ended, as he would never relinquish his 
Senatorial seat. 
Iu a long life of office 
holding the Senator has never filled out 
his term in any position except that of 
Representative in the Legislature from 
Beaver county. 
The politicians gener­ 
ally feel confident that he will now have 
a chance of resigning his seat iu the 
Senate for a place in H arrison’s Cabinet, 
and there is a good deal of speculation 
as to w hether he will em brace the op- 
po-tunity. 
Quay’s first office was that of prothon- 
otary of Beaver county, which he 
signed in 1861 to enter the army as a 
lieutenant. 
Before his regiment was or­ 
dered to the field he resigned his lieu­ 
tenancy to become assistant commissary* 
general, with the rank of colonel 
Governor C urtin’s staff. This place he 
soon resigned to become Governor Cur­ 
tin’s private secretary. 
In this capacity 
he served for one year, when he also re­ 
signed it, and was made colour 1 of the 
One Hundred and Thirty-fourth Penn­ 
sylvania Infantry. 
At Antietam Colonel 
Quay was stricken with typhoid fever, 
and, after he had somewhat recovered, 
upon the advice of his pbvsicians he le 
signed from the army. 
Soon afterward 
he was appointed by Governor Curtin 
Pennsylvania’s military agent at Wash 
ington. In 1866 the legislature created 
the office of military secretary to the 
Governor and Colonel Quay resigned his 
place at Washington to accept the secre­ 
taryship which Governor Curtin promptly 
offered him . 
In I860 he was elected to 
the State Legislature as a member of the 
lower bouse, and at once presented Gov­ 
ernor Curtin with his resignation of the 
secretaryship in order to take his seat in 
the House of Representatives. That is 
the single occasion in his official life that 
Colonel Quay filled out his term without 
resigning. Curiously enough, in 1867he 
was Governor C urtin’s candidate for 
Sj>eaker of the House in the combination 
against Simon Cameron in his fight for 
the United States Senatorship. 
Quay 
was defeated, and Cameron won the 
Senatorship. 
The next public office which Quay 
filled after his legislative experieifce was 
that of Secretary of the Commonwealth 
to which he was appointed by General 
H artranft upon the latter’s first election 
to the Governship. But it appeared 
be Colonel Quay’s fate to keep on re­ 
signing, for he left the Secretaryship to 
accept the Recordership of Philadelphia, 
an office which was suppose to be worth 
$100,000 a year. While he was Recorder 
he was widely spoken of for the United 
States Senatorship soon to be filled, but 
he at that time declined to enter the con­ 
test, remarking to a friend, “ I can wait. 
Even the large emoluments of the Ke- 
oordership could not hold the colonel for 
a full term, and he resigned this place to 
accept the Secretarship of the Com 
monwealth under Governor Hoyt. 
He 
held on to that office until nearly the end 
of Governor H oyt’s term, but when the 
Governor hurled hiB famous ‘‘Wolsley 
letter” into the heated political fight 
which resulted in the election of Gov­ 
ernor Pattisou, Colonel Quay promptly 
wrote Governor Hoyt a letter of resigna­ 
tion and left the office. 
Colonel Quay was elected State Treas­ 
urer in 1885, and held that office until the 
8uturner of 1887, when he resigned this 
place in view of his election to tho United 
States Senate. 
The Senatorship which 
Quay now holds is a big prize to resign, 
but in the present situation of affairs it is 
not improbable that he may even drop 
this for a cabinet office.

On 
the basis of 2,000,000,000 tax paid in 
1888, it would mean the consumption of 
almost 5,500,000 every day of the year, 
and the daily increased consumption 
over 1887 would be about 571,000. These 
2,000,000,000 cigarettes, if placed end to 
end, would go almost four times around 
the globe, and if you wished to build 
railroad tracks” of them you could 
construct twelve lines from the Atlantic 
to the 
Pacific 
ocean, 
using 
them 
every three inches for sleepers, or 
ties, too. 
Is it any wonder tbat cigars 
have shown comparatively little increase 
in consumption in late years, for cigar­ 
ettes, wliicn have been doubled in con­ 
sumption in the short space of four t ears 
m ust certainly find m any of their ad­ 
mirers in the ranks of cigar smokers. 
Besides the 2,000,000 000 that will be 
consumed at home, 260.000,000 will be 
shipped abroad, making the total output 
of not more than one dozen firms (and 
most of it by one-half dozen) in one year 
the enormous amount of 2,200,000,000 or 
oyer.—[W estern Tobacco Journal, Cin­ 
cinnati.

.• sK ii'.m e'l Press D isnatches to the H e r a ld. 
San Francisco, Decomber 8.—A sam­ 
ple of the cargo of sugar which arrived 
here on the steamer Wesmeath from 
Java for the American Sugar Refinery, 
and was seized by the customs authori­ 
ties yesterday, was placed in the hands 
of a chemist to-day for analysis. A small 
quantity was also sent to the .Secretary of 
the Treaeury at Washington for analysis 
there. An order was issued to-day allow­ 
ing the importers to unload the virgo of 
sugar, hut it will remain in the custody 
of the custom house officers until the 
question of the rate of duty to be charged 
on it is settled. 
PRESIDENT WELCH’S STATEMENT. 
Andrew Welch, President.of the Amer 
icaa 8ngar Kefinery, Baid to-day, in re­ 
gard to the carzo of sugar received here 
from Java, and now held by the customs 
authorities : “ We have received no offi­ 
cial communication ou the subject, why 
or wherefore our sugars are held by the 
Collector. All we know is that the ap­ 
praiser thinks that this lot of Java sugar 
has been mixed with some foreign matter 
to lessen the grade. Upon the arrival 
of the Westmeath we paid tin» duty on 
the cargo according to the description 
contained in our invoices from Java, and 
executed bonds amounting to $400 000. 
This action of the Collector will result in 
our having to discharge our entire staff 
of workmen on Monday morning. I am 
told six week9 will elapse before any 
definite decision will be reached on the 
matter, and by that time our men will 
have lost $00,000 in wages. It would 
not matter much if we had raw Hiigar to 
work on, but no sugar is coming in from 
the Hawaiian Islands and we shall have 
to shut our refiuery. it this sugar has 
i>eeu artificially colored to bring it 
to 
the 
grade 
of 
10 
standard, 
our company kuows nothing about it. I 
have three chemists working on an 
analysis of the sugar, and am satisfied 
no artificial or fraudulent matter will he 
found in the sugar. If the chemists are 
satisfied the sugar is fraudulently adul­ 
terated, we will stand by the decision.”

EMPEKOK 
WILLIAM’S HEALTH 


His Irritability of Temper—Spain 
T rying to Break the Triple 
Alliance.

B e r l in , December 8 .—The Reichstag 
adjourns on December i5th and will re 
assemble about the middle of January. 
The critical situation in East Africa 
where the Arabs are effectually wiping 
out the German colonists arid clearing 
the territory of every vestige cf German 
regime, will force more ample explana­ 
tions of Germany’s policy than the Chan­ 
cellor intended. It is reported to-night 
that the Cbuncellor may yet relieve 
Count Herbert of the responsibility of 
makiDg explanations and come himsell 
to the Reichstag on Thursday to disclose 
his scheme for the restoration of German 
influence. 
Until recently the Chancellor has not 
had any enthusiasm about the East 
Africa enterprise, and w ould rather havo 
avoided national action tending toward 
something liko the Tonqnin expedition 
He now feels the stimulus of the excite­ 
ment that is spreading throughout Ger­ 
many, and according to official informa­ 
tion is determined to protect commerce 
throughout the ceded territories. There 
is a ttrong and growing party in the 
Keicl's'ag which advocates the purchase 
of the Fast African Company’s rights by 
the Government ami the subsequent for­ 
mation of a military post to guard the 
colonies and traders. 
A “ white book” 
tabled in the Reichstag to-day blames the 
company’s administra» ion as productive 
of disaster. 
The conclusion reached 
after scanning the “White Book,” is that 
the Germans could not be in a worse 
plight. There is every indication that 
supremacy or the absoluto abandonment 
of the territory are the only alternatives. 
Some indications of the Chancellor’s pro­ 
ject appear in a dispatch to Count von 
Hatzfeidt, German Ambassador to Lon­ 
don, under date of October 22d, in which 
the Chancellor savs the vast extent of 
he country, combined with the climatic 
onditions, stands in the way of attempts 
to carry civilization far into the interior. 
The dispatch is interpreted aB fore­ 
shadowing an expedition in the interior 
with indefinite limits. 
THE EMI-KROR’s HEALTH. 
The health of the Emperor has so im­ 
proved that he is preparing to go on 
Wednesday on a shooting expedition in 
Hanover. 
The journey depends on the 
weal her, his doctors advising him to 
avoid exposure to severe cold. Officials 
within tiie Emperor's circle are made to 
'eel the influence cf his pain und confine­ 
ment in his intense irritability and con­ 
stant, demands for unnecessary work.' 
Appeals to the Emperor to release 
rofessor Geffeken art» received with dis­ 
favor. The Emperor declares that he 
:annot interfere with the prosecution. 
On the other hand, be has abandoned 
the action instituted by him. as residuary 
legatee of his father, against the Kieler 
Zeitung for publishing Frederick’s diary 
of 1808. 
TIIE PROPOSED LATIN LEAGUE. 
The Latin League, which aims to de­ 
tach Italy from the triple alliance, is now 
openly advocated by Spanish publica­ 
tions, both monarchist and Republican. 
Senor Caatelar gees to Rome to invite 
the moderate Republicans to join a coali­ 
tion lo oust Premier Crispi, accept ihe 
existing monarchy, and avoid hostility 
to the church until the League of France. 
Spain, Italy and 
Belgium succeed 
in overthrowing the Austro-Gerraauic 
alliance. Though somewhat visionary 
the efforts to form such a league are care­ 
fully watched here. Castelar’s mission 
is certain to hamper the freo play of 
tie Crispi policy, and though it cannot 
possibly lead to a rupture of the existing 
alliance, might influence another minis­ 
try againBt the renewal of the treaty on 
the expiration of the present engage­ 
ment. Señor Armijo, Spanish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, privately approves of 
Señor Castelar’s object, if he did not 
incite him to go to Rome.

A Protest From Southern 
California In Iii.r>0. 


THK STATE DIVISION QUESTION 


The Reasons of Forty Years Ago 
Are Fresh and Cogent 
To-day. 


[W e present to th e readers of the 


H k r a l d th e follow ing in terestin g docu­ 
m ent. 
It is th e rough d raft of a m em o­ 
rial adopted a t a m eetin g of A m ericans 
an d S panish citizens, h eld in Los A n­ 
geles city in F eb ru ary . 1850, to protest 
ag ain st th e Act of A dm ission forcing 
Southern C aliforuia to becom e p a rt of 
th e State of C alifornia. 
T he docum ent 
is end o rsed : 
“ T he original copy of a 
m em orial largely sig n ed an d forw arded 
to th e V . S. C o n g re ss/' 
I t was w ritten 
by one of th e signers, W . W . Stevenson 
w hose son h as fu rn ish ed it to us for pub­ 
lication. 
It will be seen th a t th e p rin­ 
cipal reasons ad v an ced by these pioneers 
against being tied to th e n o rth e rn p a rt of 
C alifornia are th e sam e th a t are urged 
to-day 
in 
favor of 
division.— E d s 
H e k a l d . j 
T he undersigned citizens of Californ 
. 
in 
a 
p rim ary m eeting, 
unanim ously 
adopted th e follow ing p ro te st: 
To the Honorable the. 
Congress o f the 
United States: 
W e. citizens an d resid en ts of C alifor­ 
n ia, upon m ature reflection, have be­ 
com e satisfied th at th e calling of th e late 
C onvention a a d th e en tire action of th a t 
body w as p rem ature. 
T he people were called upon to take 
such steps as would secure to them tbe 
en tire exercise of self-governm ent, so 
d ear to every A m erican an d so congenial 
to th e political happiness oi all m en. 
T his call was responded to by a p a rt of 
th e people. 
All p erm itted it to lie acted 
upon w ithout opposition. 
Subsequent 
reflection has, how ever, convinced us of 
our error in th e w hole m atter; 
and, 
under th is conviction, we h ave resorted 
to th e only rem edy know n to A m ericans 
in redressing political evils, nam ely—to 
petition an d protest in th eir sovereign 
capacity of citizens of th e U nited States. 
T he reasons w hich h ave influenced us 
in th is affair are sim ple an d obvious. 
T he uunsually sh o rt space of tim e 
betw een th e ratificntion of th e treaty and 
th e calling of said C onvention is of itself 
a sufficient reason to justify (after tim e 
for deliberation) th e course we h ave 
tak en in relation to th e adm ission of the 
proposed S tate. 
It is a well know n fact 
th a t a large num ber of th e people of C al­ 
ifornia are S paniards w ho justly claim 
for them selves a due sh are of patriotism . 
T he changes of governm ent w ere bo sud­ 
den as to prevent th e m ost zealous of 
them from being fully acquainted with 
th e n atu re of th e A m ericau governm ent 
an d all th e consequences grow ing o u t of 
th e new political relations into w hich 
th e treaty of Q ueretaro h ad placed them 
I n th e so u th ern part of C alifornia there 
a re m any S panish citizens who are zeal­ 
ous for th e w elfare of th e ir own S tate 
and th e gre^t confederacy of w hich it is 
a p art, an d would be th e last to tak e any 
m easures w hich would not be for the 
best in terests of both. 
I t is not our in­ 
ten tio n to im p u te im proper m otives to 
those w ho were m overs in th is m atter, 
b ut are w illing to a d m it th ey w ere ac tu ­ 
ated by feelings of p atriotism . 
It is 
but n a tu ral for those w ho have 
re ­

b eh in d 
th em 
the 
fullest 
privileges 
of 
political 
life 
to desire th e sam e enjoyed in the coun­ 
try of th eir adoption. 
To A m ericans 
th is feeling is param o u n t. 
It is nut our 
w ish to extinguish th is patriotic ardor, 
nut w ould foster an d encourage it. 
It 
becom es us, how ever, as A m erican citi­ 
zens, to exercise o u r rig h ts in such a 
m an n er as to secure th e g reatest am ount 
of good to th e w hole. 
T he lim its a s­ 
signed by th e proposed C onstitution are 
such as to em brace a very large tra c t of 
country, say a tle a st 180,000 square m iles, 
m ore th an th ree tim es th e eize of th e 
largest S tate in th e U nion, th u s b u n ch ­ 
ing together of points rem o te from each 
o th er an d very dissim ilar in th eir in te r­ 
e sts an d resources. 
S uch is th e vast e x ­ 
ten t of territo ry th a t th e m achinery of 
governm ent m ust partake of th e n atu re 
of a foreign rath e r th an a self-propelled 
power. 
T he southern p a rt of C alifornia 
is and m u st be an ag ricu ltu ral country ; 
th e n o rth ern is and w ill be a m ining and 
com m ercial country. 
C om m erce is self­ 
ish and h a s a concentrating tendency. 
C apital finds its w ay to one point and 
bids defiance to com petition. 
T his ten ­ 
dency of things is alread y felt inC alifornia, 
San F rancisco possessing great natural 
advantages becam e a t once th e em porium 
of th e m ining re g io n ; to h er capital 
flowed in a to rren t un til in th e short 
space of tw o years a m ere ran ch o be­ 
cam e a large com m ercial c ity ; at this 
we rejoice nor w ould we desire to change 
th e progressive prospectB of th a t m agic 
tow n. 
T he m atter of com plaint is th a t 
w ith all these natu ral ad vantages th e 
p resent atte m p t to b ind th e en tire coast 
of C alifornia 
in one political com pact 
h as a pow erful 
tendency to augm ent 
th e resources of San F rancisco a t the 
expense of th e S outh. 
W e have h a r­ 
bors, we m u st h ave com m erce, b u t of 
w hat use are th e h arb o rs to u s? O ur 
com m erce m u st be a m ere second-hand 
retail affair d ependent on San Francisco 
for everything foreign. 
L et th e South 
be separated from th e N orth by a fair 
political line of p artitio n an d she will at 
oDce b estir herself, h e r harbors w ill be 
surveyed and th e la te n t resources of th e 
fertile valleys will be bro u g h t out, and 
while th e South w ould n ot ex p ect to 
rival th e N orth in opulence and grandeur, 
she w ould present to th e w orld th e b e a u ti­ 
ful picture of a h appy, u n ited people. 
The 
m ining 
and 
com m ercial ad­ 
vantages of 
the world m ust forever 
give it an advantage over 
the south in 
commercial strength. 
Thousands will 
flock there who have neither capital nor 
perm anent identity, but being citizens 
m ust sw ell the political weight of the 
north and give to it a vast majority in 
representation without 
m aterially in­ 
creasing ih e revenue of the State. 
From 
this circum stance the aouth m ust forever 
be subject to the north in every sense of 
the word. 
It is well known that an ad valorem 
tax bears more heavy on an agricultural 
than a comm ercial people. _ Tim mer­ 
chant and speculator have their capital ac 
tively m oving, w hile the farmer must 
pay for m uch that is unproductive. 
This 
is especially so w ith those who are land 
owners. 
’ 
It is very apparent that the rate of tax­ 
ation m ust be each as to be severely felt 
by th e people, so m uch so that we enter­ 
tain fears, and not w ithout good reason 
that th e burden m ust be intolerable, 
especially 
to the poor who depend upon 
iheir stock for support. 
If th e north m ust have a State, let 
them have it, but w e pray to be sepa­ 
rated from it by a line upon the parallel 


of 3ft deg. 30 m in. north latitude, and to 
be erected in to a territorial form 
governm ent upon th e sam e footing as 
th e 
o ther T erritories of 
th e 
U nited 
States h ave been. Such a grant will in 
duce persons to settle in th e S outh and 
beco'i-e p erm an en t citizens. 
I t w ill be 
a powerful iudu<e:nent to th e people to 
prom ote education and com m erce, and 
to be fully prepared, w hen th e federal 
population will allow of it. to be 
m itted into th e great fam ily of Slate 
now so prosperous. 
W ith the fullest conviction th a t the 
adm ission of C alifornia into the U nion 
n n d e r th e p resent C onstitution w ould be 
ruinous to the southern portion of the 
S tate, and in no sm all degree injurious 
to th e whole A m erican U nion, we enter 
our solem n protest ag ain st said act of ad 
m ission, and again pray to be erected 
into a T erritory as before designated. 
T he foregoing sen tim en ts we em body 
in th e following resolutions, v iz .: 
Resolved, T h a t th e late C onvention was 
called prem aturely, and its acts contrary 
to th e best interests of C alifornia and 
the U nion a t large. 
Resolved, Closing th e ports on th e P a­ 
cific, ex cep t San Francisco, is injurious 
to th e interests of Southern California, 
im posing upon h er a d isab ility of a se­ 
rious n atu re in h er com m erce. 
Resolved, T h at th e diversity of in ter­ 
ests betw een N o rth ern and S outhern 
C alifornia is such th a t they o u ght not to 
be united in th e sam e political com pact 
ltResolved, T h at th e e x te n t of territory 
em braced in th e C onstitution is too 
enorm ously great for a single State, being 
m ore th an 18,000 sq u are m iles, e x te n d ­ 
ing in length ten geographical degrees, 
v iz .: from 32 deg. to 42 deg. 
Resolved, T h at th ere is m ore than 
sufficient territo ry for tw o large Srates, 
and th e parallel of 3ft deg. 10 m in. would 
be a proper line of division betw een the 
two. 
Resolved, T h at a T e n ito ria l form of 
G overnm ent is best suited to th e present 
state of society an d resources iu C alifor­ 
nia. 
Resolved, T h at we do hereby protest 
ag ain st th e adm ission of th e proposed 
S tate of C alifornia into th e Federal U ui in 
and ask to be erected into a T erritory 
divided from th e n o rth by th e before 
nam ed line. 
“ Resolved, T h at th is m eeting an d these 
proceedings are th e resu lt of a firm con­ 
viction of th e danger we are in, as before 
expressed, and not from an y novelty or 
caprice on our p a rt.”
